"Our hearts are filled with grief , while we think of our dead, 
those dead who gave their blood for freedom and whose blood was shed 
by brutal and cruel rulers striving to asdntsdn their tyrannic role- 
Kith us millions of Germans are mourning; with ue all those la other 
countries are mourning who hate slavery and love freedou. 

"It is with profound sympathy that we think of the grief and 
•arrow of those who remained behind; that we caasaeaorale the other 
victims of this cruel tyranny: those injured and hurt, thorn wheat 
they have thrown in Jail, and those whom they search for end whera they 
persecute in order to tabs out on them their rage, hatred, sad fear. 

"fhe revolt broke out with elementary force- A ripple of 
dissatisfaction at the construction site on Frankfurter Alice surged 
into m immense wave of eatoitterment and desperation Which swept 
the entire large area of Seat Berlin, Magdeburg, Brandenburg, Leipzig,

They have shown to the entire world that they are unwilling 
to suffer tyranny any laager; that for the Germans the time of tetaLi- 
tsrian rule is passed. It is possible to qt»ll the uorislat «f an 
unarmed and defenseless people by naans of arms, 'hut its will and its 
resolution not to yield cannot he torn from Its breast. 

"Sews of this revolt will spread Idle a soaring flan* throughout 
Germany and the world, a flame which dhows that our will for freedom 
easnot be broken by force. 

“fe our eo^aasian and grief is added our pride in those haroes 
of freedom, our pride in all those who rose against this eigifc year-long 
Slavery* the entire Ceram people behind the Iron Curtain call upon us 
not to forget them, and so we swear at this solemn hour : we* shall not 
forget thee;. Vfc shall neither halt nor rest— and I tala this oath an 
behalf Of the entire Ceram people— ’until freedom has been restored to 
than, mill all of Germany has been reunited in peace and freedom. 

"It Is with deep sorrow and coegwision, but also with great admira- 
tion, that we think of all the martyrs of freedom. Let. ut never forget 

the dead, and let us help those who are alia® . God will be with them as
